According to the American Grocer, 


we, the people of the United States 
(including Kansas 
and Maine), spent 


one thousand and sixty milliondollars 
last year for alcoholic drinks. 
Count- 


ing ourpopulation at seventy millions, 
that would be about $15 apiece. 
The 


United Kingdom spent last year for 
drink about seven hundred and eighty 
milliondollars, or$10 apiece forits in- 
habitants. It would seem from this 
that the Americans only drink about 
one-fourth less per gullet than the peo- 
ple of the Britishisles, but we must re- 
member that spirits and wineare very 
much cheaper there than in this coun- 
try, and that even, beer is somewhat 
cheaper, so that $19 in England doubt- 
less buys at least twice as much alco- 
holic beverage as $15 buys here. 
One 


would like to know the truth about 
this American billion-dollar expendi- 
ture for drink, what proportion of it 
promotes health and happiness, 
what 


proportionofitprejudices both. 
There 


willbe littledispute that a very consid- 
erable share of the money could be 
more advantageously expended inother 
ways. 
The Prohibitionists and their 


sympathizers willhold it that it is all 
much worse than merely wasted. Philo- 
sophical observers and persons of more 
moderate views willdisagree with that 
conclusion, but willdoubtless grant that 
the nation's rum billcould be dimin- 
ished at least one-half without detri- 
ment to the welfare of any one except 
such ofour fellow citizens as subsist on 
the profit there is in making aud sell- 
ingthe rum.

Aftermany months of toilbib cabin 


seemed as much a Spanish castle as it 
had been that firstnight when he slept 
under the stars, for he could not save 
enough money for the lumber and other 
necessary, materials. 
But the star of 


destiny was coming his way, bringing 
hope withit,for the winterrains came 
on, and later the freshets collected a 
mass of driftwoodinthe river, and with 
this simple -base of supplies Lyndon 
started to construct a cabin which was 
to be both comfortable and artistic, 
and with the littlehome complete he 
began 
to beautify his surroundings. 


He terraced the slope, but words can- 
not convey the meaning of the hours of 
hard labor it took to level the rough 
places and to complete the terraces. 
Tons and tons of stone was carried up 
the steep inclineto formthe walls. The 
old man constructed a harness and car- 
ried the cobbles up on his back. 
Big 


smooth granite rocks, almost circular 
inshape, weighing fromtwenty to fifty 
pounds, 
were packed. 
Wherever 
an 


incline is a little steep 
these stones 


were formed into steps, and from the 
terrace to the river bottom there are at 
least twenty of these quaint staircases. 
Meanwhile he planted 
flowers, trees 


and vines, and now there is not another 
such garden spot in all Santa 
Cruz 


county. 
Allthe water for irrigation 


was carried up the hills fromthe creek 
in twokerosene cans on a pole balanced 
over his shoulder. 
Henry Middleton, 


who owns much of Boulder and is in- 
terested inamateur gardening, observed 
the hard workof the old man and laid 
a water pipe to his door, and told him 
he was welcome to all the water he 
could use. 


The lease was for four acres of an al- 


most precipitous hill,stretching from 
the railroad yard to the riverbelow. It 
was overgrown withbrush so thickthat 
a birdcouldnot flythrough it.Through 
this tangle;! wildwood an occasional 
second growth tree poked up. 


'• Lyndon 


began by grubbinsr out apath to a knoll 
where stood some fine trees, as he had 
dreamed 
to build his house 
there. 


Boulder Creek looked on and smiled, 
but Lyndon had strong willand mus- 
cle and he persevered. 
Hegrubbed the 


entire hillside and dug out root and 
limb of allthe noxious growths, ten- 
derly caring for the valuable trees and 
shrubs. 
The bulbs and plants of the 


wild flowers weie never disturbed but 
were fostered and nourished. 
The trees 


were trimmed ofalldead branches, the 
saplings were propped, and at the end 
ofa season the place looked likea pic- 
nic ground.. The work was done early 
and late. He wouldsteal a few min- 
utes in the early morning before he 
went out withthe section hands. After 
supper he labored untildark, and then 
he snatched 
a few hours' 
rest, 
and 


when the silver moon.rose he was up 
and busy again, oftimes working until 
3 inthe morning. 


George Lyndon,whohas now reached 


the ripe old age of 70 years, was" many 
years ago a policeman inSan Francisco 
with a Kearny street 
beat. He had 


been twice to Europe and halfa dozen 
times across the continent. 
TLen he 


found himself at the age of three-score- 
years-and-ten 
at Boulder Creek, Santa 


Cruz county, penniless 
and hungry. 


His fortune had 
taken 
wings. 
He 


camped inthe chaparral on the hillside 
near the depot, and, lying under the 
stars, he reviewed his lifeand thought 
of the fickleness of friends when for- 
tune and prosperity had flown. Lying 
on the hillside, with onlythe stars as 
silent witnesses 
of his bitterness 
of 


thought and his firm resolve to build 
himself a monument 
which would 


arouse the esteem of his fellowmen for 
years tocome, he planned a park. Lyn- 
don went to workas a common laborer 
for the railroad, and shortly after wrote 
to one of the officers of the Southern 
Pacific Company, whom he had known 
inhis palmy days, and requested per- 
mission to build a cabin on one of the 
waste hillsides near the depot. 
The^ 


land was thick with brush, steep and 
stoney, and useless for any purpose, so 
the request 
was granted. 
People in 


Boulder Creek thought he had little 
wheels in his head, and laughed at the 
gentle old man -when, bubbling with 
enthusiasm, he unfolded his plans and 
showed the lease given himforlifeby 
his former 
friend. 
They termed it 


"Lyndon's Folly." 


Better than .costly monuments 
of 


marble or granite to commemorate the 
date of his birth and death and keep 
his name inevidence before the people 
after he is dead and gone, is the legacy 
George Lyndon has left to keep his 
name ever green among the old and 
young of Boulder Creek.

The reticence of the English Govern- 


ment regarding the battle of Vhakfon- 
teiu and other military events of some

South Africa has led to considerable 
anxiety.

the curious answer of the War Office 
to a question regarding the accuracy or 
otherwise of the Boer report that the 
British were defeated near Pretoria on 
May 2d. The reply which the War 
Office vouchsafed, "we have no official 
information," has aroused some mis- 
givings. 


The Sun, London, publishes a sensa- 


tional story to the effect that General 
Botha has arrived at Standerton and is 
communicating by telegraph withPaul 
Krueger, through the Netherlands Gov- 
ernment, 
appealing 
to Kreuger to sue 
for peace. 
Lord Kitchener is said to 


have given Botha permission to adopt 
this course. . The Sun 
further hears 
that 10,000 Zulus have gone on the war 
path, owing toBoer raids in Zululand. 


A cable to the New York Sun from 


London says that the sum of the South 
African operations is that Britishstrat- 
egy has again failed. Lord Kitchener 
had planned to force the Boers to win- 
ter in Northern Transvaal and fight 
there, or at least to hold them untilaf- 
ter the South African winter,when the 
veldt is most unhealthy for the whites. 
Then it was expected wouldcome a sur- 
render. 


The Boers are crippled through the 
lack of supplies, and the British are 
handicapped by having to devote five- 
sixths oftheir armyto guard theirstores 
and theirlines ofcommunication.

situation 
has 
provoked the wearied 
population of South Africa to cry out 
against British methods. 


The correspondent 
of the Pall Mall 
Gazette has sent a letter to his paper, 
saying theBritish commander-in-chief 
is known as "Kitchener ofChaos."

The above is the 


watchman's version. 
The other party 


being in jailwe are unable 
to present 


his side, though wo have no doubt he 
was drinking and would not do the 
trick again were he given the chance. 


The executor is paid a commission 
for certain services. 
Ifhe employs an 
attorney to do such work,instead of do- 
ingithimself, the court ought not to 
make an allowance for it. Such ser- 
vices should bepaid forby the executor 
himself. 
Otherwise, the estate is mado 
topay twice for the same 
services. It 
is a question whether the affidavit of 
Mr. Tappan 
shows the rendition of 
any service which was needed 
by the 
estate, or was of advantage toit. 
There is a statement 
in the billof 
exceptions, which, asIunderstand it, 
is to the effect that at the timethe final 
account was settled, the court was not 
aware that Tappan demanded any pay 
for services, apart from the claim of 
McGee and Simpson. 
This being, so, 


the 
court must have estimated 
the 
value of allthe legal service rendered 
to Morizioat $750, which was allowed. 
This is conclusive. Ifbecause of som» 
unwise bargain Morizio owes Tappan 
more, he nevertheless 
cannot collect it 
from the estate. 
The court has no 
power, inthe absence of a stipulation, 
to fix an attorney's 
fee in an estate, 


but itcan and must determine whether 
a fee charged is a reasonable sum tobe 
charged to the estate on account of 
legal services rendered to the estate. 
The order and decree appealed 
from 
are affirmed.

There was no dispute or controversy 
about anything. It was a mere matter 
of going through the forms and wait- 
ing for the lapse of the time required. 
Inthe finalsettlement the Court allow- 
ed an account of the services rendered 
two of the executors $750, and the same 
amount for the appellant, Morizio, for 
the 
services 
of his attorneys. 
Cer- 
tainly this was enough, 
especially 
for 
the appellant, whose attorneys appar- 
ently rendered very littleservice. 
The 
trouble seems to be that Morizio em- 
ployed three attorneys, McGee, Tappan 
and Simpson. 
During the administra- 
tion the executor discharged 
bis at- 
torneys and employed Tappan alone as 
his attorney. In the decree 
settling 
the final account the court allowed tho 
executor $250.00 on account of services 
rendered by McGee, and $500 for ser- 
vices rendered by Tappan and Simpson. 
The point is made that as Tappan is 
shown te have rendered some services 
after his employment 
the court 
was 
bound to make an allowance oh account 
ot them. 
But this is not so. It must 
also find, to justify such allowance, 
that the executors needed 
the service 
of an attorney, and that the services 
were worth something 
to the estate. 
Ifinthis case the court had expressly 
found that the services of Tappan were 
of no value to the estate, 
and had 
therefore allowed nothing on account 
of them, there is nothing in the record 
which insuch case would necessitate 
» 
reversal.

These few facts are sufficient perhaps 
to demonstrate 
that some charges 
of 


possible chloroforming are necessarily 
untrue.— London Mail. 


As a matter of fact, the only way to 


render a person unconscious by the use 
of chloroform Is In the way practiced 
by surgeons in the operating room. And 
this is by no means an easy task. There 
are several ways of doing it The chlo- 
roform may be dropped on a handker- 
chief, which Is then held over the face 
at some little distance, or It may be 
dropped on a sponge, orItmay be used 
Inone of tbe Innumerable machines in- 
vented for the purpose. 
But the vapor 


must be mixed with air before it is 
breathed. 
That is the reason the hand- 


kerchief or tbe sponge 
Is held some 


Inches 
from tbe face. 
As a rule it 


takes 
from five to eight minutes 
to 


make the person unconscious, 
and dur- 


ing this time be generally 
struggles 


very violently. 


If we take the case of spilling the 


chloroform ina room and thus Impreg- 
nating all tbe air of the room, the thing 
is out of the question. 
Yetnot only do 


novelists assert 
that this can be done, 


but many people have been actually 
charged in real life with doing it—for 
the purpose of blackmailing them, for 
injuring them or perhaps to throw off 
suspicion 
from the pretended 
victim 


who has committed the robbery him- 
self. Iftbe room measures,

First, with regard 
to administering 


the drug during sleep, doctors have

and they sum up the results, showing 
that very rarely can chloroform be ad- 
ministered to a sleeping person without 
awakening 
him.

with the rarest exception, awakened by 
the irritating fumes. 
Ifa man were 


tired and Ifbis nose were naturally in- 
sensitive 
to unpleasant 
odors, and es- 
pecially ifhe were under the Influence 
of drink. Itmight be possible to make 
sim unconscious 
whileasleep. 
But not 


even every doctor could do It The op- 
eration would require tbe highest skill, 
and 
the 
most 
skillful administrator 


would succeed 
only once In a hundred 


times. 


The true facts about chloroform and 
its companion 
anaesthetic, 
ether, are 


as follows: 


One reads, 
for instance, 
of a man 
In a railway carriage 
waving a hand- 


kerchief before 
the face of a fellow 
traveler and producing instantaneous 
unconsciousness. 
This Is absolutely 


Impossible. 
Another imaginative writ- 


er recently described a murder carried 
out by pushing a towel saturated 
with 


a powerful anaesthetic 
under the bed- 


room door of his sleeping victim. This 
also Is nonsense. 


Inanother tale tbe more feasible plan 


Is carried out of entering the sleeping 
man's chamber, pouring the anaesthetic 
on the bed. the murderer standing by 
and watching his victim die. But even 
this is stretching the truth rather se- 
verely. 


Very 
extravagant 
Ideas 
prevail 


among the public as to the power of 
anaesthetics, 
owing perhaps 
to the li- 
cense employed by novelists when they 
describe "fancy" cases In their books.
